the  San  Francisco 
Arts  Festival  1976 

Thirty  years  of  San  Francisco  Arts  Festivals! 
Since  1968  I  have  participated  in  the  Annual  and  have  come  to  know  the 
Festival  as  an  exhibitor  with  the  Metal  Arts  Guild,  a  crafts  juror  and  as  a 
volunteer  artist  consultant.  This  year,  as  a  nnember  of  the  San  Francisco 
Art  Commission,  I  am  involved  and  am  taking  this  opportunity  to  convey 
some  of  my  thoughts  about  the  Festival's  importance 

to  Bay  Area  artists. 

I've  seen  many  artists  grow  from  Festival  to  Festival.  The  show  provides 
artists  an  unusual  opportunity  to  set  their  works  within  the  widest 
possible  range  of  styles,  cultural  background,  and  artistic  concepts.  From 
the  most  mature  artist  to  the  talented  but  yet -to-be-fulfilled  newcomer, 
artists  who  are  invited  to  exhibit  their  work  or  pass  the  screening  panel 
share  in  common  a  spark  of  merit.  In  a  museum  or  art  gallery  such 
diversity  would  seem  a  hodge-podge;  however,  the  casual  open-air  festival 
situation  makes  for  a  natural  meeting  ground  for  artists  and  their  ideas. 
For  many  of  us  the  Festival  is  our  only  chance  to  spend  some  time 
together  away  from  our  year-round  demands  of  work  and  families. 

The  Festival's  annual  survey  of  artistic  endeavors  is  never  complacent.  One 
can  always  count  on  observing  the  newest  experiments,  as  well  as  what  is 
hanging  on  for  still  another  season.  It  serves  as  a  highly  competitive  scale 
with  which  an  artist  can  weigh  her  or  his  accomplishments,  especially 
important  for  younger  emerging  artists  and  craftspeople.  Some  of  those 
who  have  participated  through  the  decades  and  achieved  international 
acclaim  are  Richard  Diebenkorn  and  Jean  Varda,  Sargent  Johnson, 


Benjamin  Bufano,  Fred  Martin,  David  Park,  Ralph  Stackpole,  Glen 
Wessels,  Lucien  Labaudt,  Margaret  Depatta,  and  Trude  Guermonprez. 

Its  inspirational  value  aside,  the  Festival's  concrete  advantages  for  the 
artist  and  craftsperson  cannot  be  underestimated.  Nothing  can  stimulate 
the  creative  juices  more  than  money  and  recognition.  This  year  purchase 
prizes  will  total  about  $1 5,000,  and  exhibition  awards  will  be  offered  at 
nine  Bay  Area  museums  and  civic  art  galleries.  The  visiting  public, 
between  a  quarter  and  half  million  annually,  spends  almost  $130,000  on 
craft  items  and  art  works,  and  I  know  many  craftspeople  and  artists  who 
are  able  to  make  livings  based  on  the  sales,  business  contacts, 
commissions,  and  exhibitions  that  result  from  the  Festival. 

Further,  the  color  and  vitality  of  fine  art,  crafts  and  performances  brought 
to  one  site  from  nine  Bay  Area  counties  have  stimulated  an  interest  in  and 
feeling  for  the  arts  among  the  general  public,  political  officials  who  are 
asked  to  allocate  tax  funds  for  arts  programs,  and  business  leaders,  whose 
support  of  the  arts  must  increase  if  the  spirit  of  this  city  is  to  attract  (or 
retain)  the  brightest  and  most  talented  people  necessary  to  keep  San 
Francisco  the  financial  and  cultural  heart  of  the  Pacific  Coast. 

Let  me  thank  all  who  participate  in  creating  this  30th  Annual  San 
Francisco  Arts  Festival. The  Festival  is  a  market  place  of  visions  of  what 
life  in  the  Bay  Area  is  and  can  be.  And  in  a  Bicentennial  year  when  there 
is  as  much  to  damn  as  to  celebrate,  what  greater  gift  can  we  receive  than  a 
Festival  of  Visions  that  refreshes  our  eye  and  our  ideals.
